Cf ei[J»nadon of the practice of aitooUieg a Policeman as Oraerly to ewi Con<aabu1ary Officer, it should be observed, that on the formation of ihe 
CoQstabulary in 1S23, those Officers fnho are necessarily mounted) were each provided vitb ahorse, purchased out! maintained at the public uxpense; sad 
that fi)r the grooming and care of such horse, a Sob-Constabic was set apart. 

It was found, however, that the services of those public horses were, in many instances, misapplied; and, irith a view to remedy Midi abu.«c, give the Officers 
a personal interest in the due care of the aniraala, and thereby diminish the publio expenditure, the present system was adopted, whereby the Officers are 
compelled to provide themselves, at their own rist and cost, with horses for the discha^B of their officioldutiea. 

The providing of a horse being thus compulsory on the Officer, the services of the Policeman above referred to could not, in justice, be w ithdrawn, without 
a considerable increase in the Officer's pecuniary diowance. 

The Orderlies, in fact, stand in the same relalion to their Officers as Bhtmen do to mounted Officers of Infantry in the Array ; and it is also to be remtm. 
•*nd, that those Policemen, though not ordinarily called upon to discharp thedutiei of Constables, are regularly trained as such, attend parades twice a week, 
Sid ofuiner if necessary, and are in readiness to act ai Constables, if reiiuiud by any emergency.
